that of a “ local” anssthetic, while chloroform deprives 
a person entirely of wili-power. 

er useful medicine is kola, also a stimulant,

cines. The savages of West Africa first found out the 
properties of the kola nut.

to tea, we owe to the Paraguayans, while tea and
